At Essen the situation Is growing 


more threatening in the territory ad- 
jacent to the city. The town o£ Her- 
decke is flooded and a number of 
dams in the vicinity of Hagen have 
been carried away. 


Several railroads over the conflu- 


ents of the Rhine on the north side 
have, been swept away and all trains 
from Cologne up to the river are be- 
ing sent over toe tracks on the south 
bank. At Glessen the river Lahn is 
sixteen feet above the .normal, the 
highest :n thirty years. The valley 
between Giessen and AVetzler appears 
as an immense lake. The rivers ol 
Silesia also are very high'and many 
miles of territory are flooded. The 
waters are falling, at Chemnftz and 
Erfnrt, but the Rhine and the other 
large streams are rising steadily. A

Senate Takes Up Bills That 


Had Been Vetoed by the 


Recent Governor. 


Indianapolis, Fob. 5.—Evidence that 


the house of representatives has awak- 
ened to the magnitude of the task be- 
fore it was furnished today by the de- 
cision to hold a Friday afternoon ses- 
sion, 
the first since the legislature 


convened and an effort is now being 
made to assemble tomorrow morning 
for the first Saturday morning ses- 
sion. 


The house devoted the morning to 


the consideration of bills vetoed by 
Governor Hanly. Three of these bills 
were passed and one killed. 
Bills 


passed were those to legalize bank as- 
sessments between 1S91 and 1895; .to 
pive county clerks fees for transmit- 
ting cases to the supreme court, and 
to provide for the application of funds 
in the Lake county treasury to road 
bonds. 


Physicians' Bill Falls. 


The bill allowing physicians to prac- 


tice pending an appeal on revocation 
of their licenses was defeated by a 
vote of forty-two to forty-nine, a con- 
stitutional majority being required to 
pass a bill over the governor's veto. 
This bill will probably be reconsider- 
ed. Among bills reported by commit- 
tees for passage today were the Fitch 
and Clore bills. The former provides 
for the taking over the property of 
the eastern Indiana Normal school at 
Muncie for a second state normal and 
•the latter that interurban or- steam 
railroads shall refund one-half of the 
fare when unable to seat passengers.

lighting department on Saturday signed a contract to light the -Amherst 
Hotel at about half the legal rate prescribed by ordinance." 
Now this hotel, it is stated, consumes enough current to light fifty residences, 


but the fifty taxpayers are deliberately set aside for the one—as here in Fort 
Wayne—and the City of Seattle will receive on the contract, it is said, $1,000 a year 
less than the householders would have paid for the same quantity of service. Even 
the FORTUNATE-FEW policy is not original in Fort Wayne. 


The Times goes on to state that half the street lamps were not lighted until 


midnight two days after this contract was signed, and the excuse given was that", 
the demand for commercial service during the evening deprived the rmrnicipal 
plant of power for the street lighting. 


Severe public, criticism had been launched against the Seattle municipal light- 


ing plant on these very grounds—that it was seeking and accepting the business of 
large commercial houses at less than legal or profitable rates, and also that the 
securing of this business meant the sacrifice of the street lighting and the • small 
residence service—a discrimination against the City's humbler citizens. 


To quote the Times once more:

THE HEATING PROBLEM. 


Pennsy Planning to Warm Cars in Big 


Tunnel:. 


A series of interesting experimental 


tests are being made on the electric 
road between Clayton, N. J., and At- 
lantic City to find some way of prop- 
erly heating steam trains that are to 
be pulled through the New York tun- 
nels. 
A big locomotive is being run 


between Clayton and Atlantic City, 
hauling a large boiler placed in a bag- 
gage car. This boiler is filled with 
tubes which are heated red hot by 
•.electricity from the third rail. Water 


J\'s then sprayed over the tubes, mak- 


ing steam very rapidly. The steam 
is transmitted to the cars as it Is or- 
dinarily done from an engine. The 
inventor claims that seventy pounds 
pressure can bo raised in seventy see- 
onrjs, but in an actual test yesterday 
only ten pounds was generated in fifty 
seconds.
